* Sii.Mild it bfi tliB falo of thn American 
Union to L'o to piefiM iit tin early (i;iy, and 
the sliivelioKlers and the detnoeriicy are 
doins tlieir I'esl to bre;ik it hp, Kimlaiui 
wotlfil I'eeoine the nreale-t power in Nirlh 
•\ineiiea, and would virtually rule tlio whole 
( oiMiry. Her north American possessions 
already e.jntaiu peve'nl millions of people, 
who are full of life, conscious of their des- 
tinies, and well yovi-rne.l. Canada, to .speak 
collectively, is said to prow nuieli faster 
than the United States, her ■jrowtli for somo 
time would become yer faslm; than ever it 
lias heon, in comparison with ours.

become the first of American nations, as she 
is no\.- the iiist of European nations. She 
strives not for our place, but it will bo niad- 
noss in us to' expeot her not to strive lor 
what wo shall doliVcrately throw away if 
the .secessionists succeed. 

'I'liero is work to be done on this cnnli- 
neut that must he done: arul if one branch 
of the imperial race -will not do il, it must 
be done by the otiier branch of that lace— 
tlie .senior branch.

The Latk Coai, Disco very- .—The letter 
Irom Naiiaiiiio, published yesierday, giving 
pn uccoutJt of the striking of a new vein of 
.coal at Nanaimo, gives rise to the hope that 
oilier aiul slill more extensive leads than any 
•heietoforo discovered may be struck in the 
same vicinity. By many il is believed— 
:anJ with yood reason— that the coal region 
extends along nearly the whole length of 
the VVest Coast of Vancouver Island. The 
nutnorous spaoimona brought to this city 
from hithecto lunesplored portions of that 
Coast, tetid greatly to strengthen that by- 
potKesis. W.e .were lately showti several 
Jarge pieces .of lignite frotn the iVortliern 
.extremity of the Islatul, wJiere the discov- 
.erers saiJ it waa oblainaljle in abundance. 
Xast Deoembor, near Forf Rupert, a couplu 
,of traders in Indian soods (not conn 1- 
ed with the company) discovered a vein 
of bituminous coal, nearly eight feet lu 
thicknens, cropping out cIobb lo llie .sea- 
shore. They brought specimens to town,a:id 
recorded— or attempted lodo so— a prc-ejnp- 
tion claim lo the land ')n which il was situ- 
ated. Tliey have since returned to thospot 
for the purpose of working the vein 'hen 
the weather will permit. ^.The specimens of 
coal from the new vein sent us was yester- 
day e.\amined by experts, who pronounced 
it a superior article to that at present ob- 
tained from the, old veins. The price of coal 
at the mines is »ix and seven dollars per 
ton; and four vessels are waiting there lor 
cargoes forrth'e Snn Francisco market. The 
superiority of our coal over all others is 
established the length and breadth of the 
Paoifio Coast, and if proper means are em- 
ployed to encourage our growing trade in 
that resource, and int'iue life and energy 
into Iho means adopicd fir its production, 
before two years have passed away we need 
nut care a rush for the richest gold mines in 
the world. 

The Condition of the " Flokknci a.'' — 
AVo yesterday received a letter from John 
A. Waken, residing at Oliie.i, Harday 
Soiuul, who lias e.xaiiiincd Iho brig Florcn- 
cia as slie lies ashore in a small bay slitd- 
tercd trorr all winds except from the wi.-st 
to nortlnvest. Mr. VValten writes that lie 
bottom is badly itiiiir(!(l, and the water Hows 
ill and out with the liile. She lies ileeply 
Imbedded in the nan_ji, and about half of her 
copper sheathing has been stripped off 
(probably by Indians). Her stern-post and 
plankin;; at th(! keel are started J the heel 
seriously injured and plankionds started. 
The rudder la broken and gone j the maiO' 
mast !a standing and whole; fore'inast oai- 
ried awny at the mast«bead. The worst in- 
jury she has silWiaed i« from a rook under 
her starboard bilge, on which she grind. '4 
badly. All the seams on this side are open ; 
and, on the whole, she is as near a perfect 
■wreck as can be. fn the cabin there is n 
notice signed by \\. 11. King, wiirniiig all 
persons Jroin interfering with the wreck. 
An Indian has been left in ('luirgo by Mr. 
King. 'I'he lett(,T conohuleH, " I fancy if the 
li(\Tyers have to look to iIk; wreck for ihoir 
jees, tli.it tlicy won't got much mit of her. 
She woiit't iJ.iy the OAjienses ol AjuUing her 
oil', iir i\lr. Ki.ig iiiiglit lind her in a safer 
j)lace on hi« return to this part ol the 
Island."

Arrival of the Santa Crui. 

Tho steamship Santa Cruz, Capl. Geo. 
Staples, arrived from Portland last evening. 
Wo are indebted to tho Purser for liles of 
Oregon papers to tho 23d inst., only one day 
later than those brought by tho Eliza Ander- 
son. Vife fmd,in^|hem no later news. 

Tho Santa Criiz'loft Portland on the 24lh 
inst., but was detained four days in Baker's 
Uay by rough weather. 

The Pacific bad not arrived at Portland 
up to the time of the Santa Cruz leaving. 

The report brought by the Oregon of the 
buying off of the Mail Company's steam- 
ships, is confirmed by this arrival. There 
will in future be but; two steamers a month 
to this port. 

The steamer Oregon, hence for .San 
Francisco, crossed the Columbia lliver bar 
on Tuesday. She had a rough time in 
crossing, aud her upper deck was awept 
away by a heavy sea. The two 'oen at 
the wheel were washed away from it, but 
so far as wo can learn no lives were lost. 

A large vessel is reported ashore on Clas- 
keit beach, about 15 miles aouth of the Co- 
lumbia rivef. Sho is supposed to be the 
Mary Ellen, from Honolulu, or the Leonese, 
from San Francisco.

He was taken to the station-house and lock- 
ed, up, A man, answering to Iho descrip- 
tion of Donahue's associate, is_ said to' have 
endeavored to induce some boatmen to take 
him across the Straits in a sloop about four 
o'clock' on Monday ; morning. It is now 
thought that the woman was first nnirdored 
in the house and her body afterwards car- 
ried to the bushes for tho purpose of con- 
cealment. A rigid investigation will be 
made by th e authorities.

A coKired man, named Charles .Saulcy was 
yt'sterday morning arresteil by the ShoriJ 
a-id committed 10 jail for thirty day.s, on a 
commitment from the Supreme Judge. 
Some time ago a judgment was obtained 
against Sauley in the Supreme Court for 
fifty dollars, and the Ci'iirt ordered him lo 
p.iy the same in monthly iiistallmonts of 
fifteen dollars per monts. lie refused to do 
80, and hence his arrest on a charge cl con- 
tempt in disregarding tho order.

say the same before and not mean it. How- 
ever, finding them in earne.st, I refused at 
first and taiil : 'The Bostons will liud it 
out and hang us.' H!:: said— • No, we will 
kill him in a way iliat they will think a 
13oston man has done it, and Indians will 
not bb blamed /'or it.' At last, I consented, 
and Bill made us all strip naked near a 
creek aud wrap our blankets around us. 
We then crawled up the bank and watched 
Price go lo and eon e from his snpper,ahout 
seven o'clock in the evening- As soon as 
ho had returned to his store, Hill, Charley 
and I, walked into the storu ami asked for 
some article which he hadn't .'jot. We talked 
to him in a friendly manner lor a little time 
and he walked into his buck room and sat 
down to write on a piece (d' piiper. Bill 
walked in after liim, and as Price was sluop- 
ing over the table, caught him by the mouth 
to prevent him crying out, and called on 
Charley and 1 lo help him. Charley tan 
into the back room, and held him down on 
iho floor while Bill drew his knife across the 
Boston man's throat. I saw the blood spiit 
out a.s ho did so, a'ld heard a gn riding ciy. 
The man struggled hard for a little whde, 
but Charley raised his knife and slabboil liim ] 
all over the body. The struggles soon ceasod 
and'Billand Charley searched his pockets 
and found about Si 8 in silver in them. I took 
no port in tho murder, but stood at the door 
looking on. We lolt the house and went to 
a creek near by, washed ourselves, put on 
our clothes, and went home. The same 
night Bill lold Charley's wife that he had 
murdered a white man, aud that Charley 
had helped hira. Bill thought that his tell- 
ing her would make her thinfe that ha was 
brave; but sho got frightened and the next 
day told Constable Flynn, and Charley and 
I we.e arrested." 

Acting upon this confession, the oHicers 
followed " Dancirn- Bill" to Canoe creek 
(where he was found helping some packers 
bound for Fort Alexander), arrested him and 
brought bim back to Cayoosh, and he was 
locked up to await an examination.
